'YARRINGTON, Feb. ISI—At no tim e 
since the opening of the Fifty-first Con­ 
gress has there been such a flurry of 
excitem ent among Senators and mem­ 
bers as there ivas over the appearance i 
of ex-President Cleveland's anti-silver 
letter. 
It 
was 
the one 
topic 
of 
conversation. 
Congressmen 
gath­ 
ered 
in 
groups 
about 
the 
cap­ 
itol 
corridors 
excitedly 
discussing 
the situation. 
The letter was discussed 
from the standpoint of its effect upon 
pending legislation, but, more particu­ 
larly with reference to its effect on the 
nom ination of ?92. 
Mr. Cleveland in his letter says: 
'TI surely can net lie necessary left- me to 
make ti form al expression of lay agreem ent 
w ith those who bt lieve that the greatest perils 
would Ie initiated by the adoption of th* 
schem e 
embraced 
in adopting the m eas­ 
ure now p riding in Congress for an unlim ited 
coinage of silver in oum iin ts. If we have devel­ 
oped an unexpected capacity for the assim ila­ 
tion of a largely increased volum e of the cur­ 
rency, and even if we have d-.-moastrated the 
usefulness of such an increase, the conditions 
fall short of injuring us Against disaster if in 
the present situation we enter upon the dan­ 
gerous and reckless experim ent of free, un­ 
lim ited and independent silver coinage." 
In one group of Congressmen at the 
main entrance of the House Representa­ 
tive Amos J. Cummings, of N ew York, 
was em phatically laying down his opin­ 
ion, pounding in every word with a gest­ 
ure df his arms. The fact that he is very 
near to Charles A. fluna lent interest to 
his views. 
“Mark m y w ords,” said 
he, ‘ the next Congress w ill puss a free- 
silver bill. 
It w ill go to the President 
for his approval or veto. 
That w ill be 
w ithin three m onths’ time of the next 
National Democratic convention. That 
convention w ill 
put 
a free-coinage 
plank in its platform, and that plank 
w ill have to be accepted by Mr. Cleve­ 
land or any other man who expects to

AWFUL CARNAGE. 


Terrible Result of un Explosion la a Quebec 
^Factory, 


Quebec, Can., Feb. 13^-Tbc factory 
of 
the 
Quebec 
Worsted 
Com­ 
pany 
was 
wrecked 
at

a. 
rn. 
Thursday 
by 
the 
explosion 
of a boiler, and nearly half a hundred 
people 
were 
killed. 
The 
explosion 
shook the city like an aw ful earthquake. 
W indows of houses half a m ile aw ay 
were broken by the concussion, and the 
w alls of large buildings trembled as 
if about to fall. 
The factory of the 
worsted company is a com plete wreck, 
and gangs of men are at work taking 
out the dead and dying. 
Up to noon 
thirty bodies had been recovered, and 
the work of rescue was kept steadily 
on. 
Among those taken out dead were 
Engineer Thom as Sayles and Fireman 
John Doyle. 
t h e cause of the explosion is un­ 
known, hut it is supposed that the feed­ 
pipe of the boiler w as frozen. 
About 
300 operatives wece employed in the 
factory. 
They were m ostly Freneh- 
Canadian girls, many of whom were 
am ong the killed and wounded. 
It is 
estim ated that the fatalities w ill reach 
a number between forty and fifty. 
The spectacle at the wreck a short 
tim e after the explosion occurred was 
thrilling and heartrending. 
Thousands 
were attracted to the scene 
by 
the 
noise 
of 
the 
concussion, 
and the 
police 
had 
difficulty 
in 
contending 
with the 
multitude, 
keeping 
them 
hack in their places so as to allow in­ 
gress and egress to tile corps of rescu­ 
ers and give the latter force opportunity 
to carry on their work. 
From amid 
the debris 
in 
many 
places could 
be heard the shrieks 
and groans of 
the wounded and the agonized appeals 
for help from those pinned beneath por­ 
tion/? of the falling building. 
As rap­ 
idly as possible these were reached by 
the 
men 
at 
work 
and 
relieved 
from 
their punishm ent—some to die 
in a few m om ents on their way to the 
improvised hospitals in the neighbor­ 
hood. hut others with injuries that were 
not of a fatal nature. 
Priests were on 
the spot adm inistering the last rites to 
the dying: and, all in all, the scene was 
the most harrowing ever witnessed in 
this community. 
Battery ll has been ordered out to as­ 
sist the police in keeping order. 
The 
works had been closed down for three 
weeks, hut notice w as given that they 
would reopen and about 300 operatives 
assembled ready for work. 
For some 
reason, not explained, but probably on 
account of the boiler feed being out of 
order, they were dismissed, but many 
remained lounging about the works, 
and were there when the explosion oc­ 
curred. 
Rad they been w orking ut th* 
tim e hundreds would have perished.

S ev en ty -fiv e F e e t to a T h e a tr e S ta g e . 
Two men in a fierce tussle en a sway­ 
ing bridge np among the flies, seventy- 
five feet above the stage of the David­ 
son theatre, locked in each other’s 
embrace in midair, their unconscious 
forms, bruised and 
mangled, lying 
on the stage buried beneath the frail 
structure on which they had stood but a 
few moments before, were the exciting 
scenes which startled the “Crystal Slip­ 
per” company and caused several of the 
lady members to faint. 
Tho men were T. V. Smyth, of Chi­ 
cago, and George Montien, scenic art­ 
ists, and they are at the Emergency hos­ 
pital in a critical condition. The cause 
of the fracas between them, as told by 
an eye witness of the affair, was Mon- 
tien’s ungovernable temper. 
A boy was 
up on the bridge nearly seventy-five feet 
above the stage, and was doing some­ 
thing that aroused Montien’s temper. 
He rushed across the bridge and caught 
the lad, administering blow after blow 
upon his head. 
Mr. Smyth, who is assistant scenic 
artist at the Chicago Opera house, and 
came up to assist in renovating the 
scenery for the company before the Chi­ 
cago engagement, is a young man of 
slight build. He stepped between Mon­ 
tien and the boy and attempted to 
pacify the former, offering excuses for 
the boy’s conduct. 
At this Montien, who is a big fellow, 
turned aud struck Smyth across the face, 
at the same time ai tempting to throw 
him from the staging. There was a 
struggle, a mad effort to regain a firm 
footing upon the swinging stage, a mut­ 
tered curse, a crash, and the two forms 
shot downward. The staging became 
unfastened1 in the struggle and came 
crashing down upon the two men. The 
“Crystal Slipper" company was about lo 
have a rehearsal, but when the ladies 
saw the struggle and the bleeding forms 
of the two mea many of them sickened 
and fainted away. 
Mr. Smj’th had his right knee cap and 
hip badly fractured and the doctors 
think he may be Injured internally. If 
he recovers it will be three or four 
months before he will be out again, and 
ne may be crippled for life. 
When he 
regained consciousness he said that 
Montien was kicking the boy in the 
head when he interfered. Then he was 
struck in the head and remembered 
nothing more. 
Montien’s left hip was 
uadly wrenched and he was injured in­ 
ternally, blood flowing from his mouth 
continually. His condition isconsidered 
critical.—i lilWaukee Cor. Chicago Trib­ 
une.

M(giy devious devices are adopted by 
impecunious stock jobbers who hang 
about the Course to influence the course 
of the markets to their own pecuniary ad­ 
vantage, but when they resort to the dis­ 
semination of fake telegrams the law 
steps in with a severe punishment. 
A 
broker named Arnould and an individual 
who described himself as a “musician’ 
were charged at the Assizes of the depart­ 
ment of the Nourthe et Moselle with an 
offense of this description. Arnould sent 
the music man to Nancy and Toul, close 
to the Gorman territory, whence he dis­ 
patched to his friend in Paris telegrams 
purporting to describe “frontier inci­ 
dents" likely to cause complications be­ 
tween the two countries. 
Not a shadow of foundation for the 
dispatches 
existed. 
Arnould showed 
Them on tho Bourse as confidential mes­ 
sages of undoubted authenticity, in the 
hope that they would affect certain 
stocks in a manner favorable to himself. 
The fraud was discovered and Arnould. 
along with his “ musician,” was arrested. 
In his defense the latter said he merely 
acted under the instructions of his em­ 
ployer, while the former excused him­ 
self on the ground that it was quite a 
common thing on the Bourse to arrange 
false messages, and that lie did not know 
he was doing wrong. 
The court accept­ 
ed tile agent's plea and acquitted him, 
but it punished ArnouM by passing a 
sentence of four years’ imprisonment 
upon 
him. This salutary conviction 
very likely will put an end to many 
“frontier incidents" which were con­ 
cocted principally by scheming dealers 
without financial reputation.—Paris Cor. 
London Telegraph.

As this is one of the tobacco 
courtier I will speak of that. 
It is coo­ 
eed- d by almost ev«-ry one that the 
Mo- 
Kml-y tanff raised the price of tobacco 
about 82 on a hundred pounds. 
I have 
a farm in view, cue of my neighbors, wh° 
is an export in raising tobacco. 
He us­ 
ually raises about 1.C00 pounds on en 
acre. 
He has been in the habit of get­ 
ting from 6 to 7 eel. ta per pound for bis 
tobacco, but this year he obtained 2 
cents a pound mote than his usually 
price. He has a four-acre lot that he 
uses 
entirely 
for 
tbe 
cultivation 
of 
tobacco. 
This 
year 
he 
had a si I- mild crop, and by the present 
price he obtained about 839 an acre more 
than usual, and bis four 
seres thus 
would make the snug sum of 812 whioh 
he can credit almost entirely to tbe new 
tariff. But the biggest joke was this: 
He voted agaii st the MiKiLlev tariff be­ 
cause “ it was robbing the farmers of the 
west.” 
Now as to barley. 
It is not doubted 
by any one that tbe tai iff of 30 cents on 
Canadian barley 
railes the prioe of 
American b irk y at least 15 cents a 
bushel. 
Ho thvt every farmer who had 
the good fortune to raise 500 bushel-i was 
the bt t It r c lf by the snug sum of 875. 
And yet I think that on account cf 
democratic mbrepret-eniation two-thirds 
of tbe farmers of this vicinity voted 
against the McKinley tariff. But I think 
seme of tbe mere intelligent of them 
wt'l take a different view before another 
two years have passed.
